the ciise of Admiral Dewey.

ENORMOUS REBATES 


TO LARGE SHIPPERS 


WASHINGTON'. Jan. 2:i.—The annual 


report of the. interstate commerce com- 
mission, which was transmitted to con- 
gress today, renews the declaration made 
in previous reports that in its present 
condition the net in regulate commerce 
cannot be enforced. As to remedial leg- 
islation the commission renews the state- 
ment made in its previous annual report 
that it "has little to suggest and nothing 
nt\v t,o propose.': 


The feature of the report is the. almost 


sensational statement of the relitious 
existing between the railroads and a 
comparatively few heavy shippers, lie- 
fcrring to the commission's recent, in- 
vestigations into 'the movement of pack- 
ing house products and of grain and 
grain product!, the report says. 


"The facts therein developed arc of 


ftuch a. character that no thoughtful per- 
son can contemplate them with indiffer- 
ence. That the leading traffic officials of 
many of-the'principal railway lines, men 
occupying high positions 
and 
charged 


with t-hr most important duties should • 
deliberately violate the statue law of j 
the. land anl in some cases Ojjrt*: with j 
cuch other to do >o: that it should be 
thought by them necessary to destroy 
vouchers and 
to so 
manipulate book- 


keeping as 10 obliterate evidence of the 
transactions: that hundreds of 
thou- 


sands of dollars should be paid in unlaw- 
ful rebates 
to H. 
few great 
packing 


liodse?; that the business of 
railroad 


transportation should to such an extent 
tie conducted in open disregard of law, 
mast lie' MiTprwinir .i-nd offensive-to all 
right-minded persons. Equally startling 
at least is the fact that the oivners of 
these packing houses, men whose names 
are known throughout the commercial 
world, should seemingly be eager to aug- 
ment tlieir gains with the 
enormous 


nmounts of these rebates which they re- 
ceive in plain defiance of a federal stat- 
ute." 


That there are palliating circumstances 


under which every trstfic official act. the 
commission is not unmindful, and th^ 
opinion is expressed that existing laws 
should be so amended that every mana- 
ger who desires to observe them can do 
so without risk of sacrificing their prop- 
erty. 


.The application of the remedy, the re- 
port says, is fraught with dangers to the 
public and it should not be applied unless 
the public is fully protected. In view 
of those great combinations which have 
been formed and are now forming, by 
which 
every competition, which upon 


the present heory ot this law is greatly 


should be visited with fitting punish- 
ment/' 


It is urged that the twentieth section 


should be amended so as to open the 
books of the carriers to the inspection 
of its agents, under proper restrictions 
to prevent the misuse o£ information so 
obtained. It is also.urged that if the 
powers of the commission arc not to be 
generally enlarged some-method should 
be devised by which sii'.-U orders as it 
can make may be enforced within1 i rea- 
sonable time. 


Summarizing the results if its investi- 


gation of the handling of puclung hoitsu 
products th« commission say* 
- "Sometimes rebate* were pai<K" some- 
times the freight was billed at the cut 
ratCj and some times the published rate 
was reduced when the 
freigh': money 


was p«id. The important fact disclosed 
from

"The commission required the carriers 


to lilc statements showing the number of 
cars shipped and the rates actually 
charged. AVhen these are received the 
gross amount of tlie rebates cau be de- 
termined; at present it can only be said 
to reach hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars'. While tlic general public probably 
receives some benefit from these lower 
rates, in tin: main these sums swell the

ierring to the commission's recent, in- 
vestigations into 'the movement of pack- 
ing house products arid of grain a-nd 
grain products the report says. 


''The facts therein developed are of 


such a-character that no thoughtful per- 
son can contemplate them with indiffer- 
ence. That the leading traffic officials of 
many of'the'principal railway lines, men 
occupying high positions 
and 
charged 


with the most important duties should 
deliberately violate the statue law of 
the. land anl in some cases agree with 
each other to do so; that it should be 
thought by.them necessary to destroy 
vouchers and 
to so manipulate book- 


keeping as to obliterate evidence of the 
transactions; that hundreds : of thou.; 
iianda' of dollars should be paid in uulaw- 
i;ul rebates 
to a 
few great packing 


houses; 
that the business of railroad 


transportation should to such an extent 
be conducted in open disregard, of law, 
must5 lie' surprising, and offensive- to all 
'right-mindecl persons." 'Equallystartling 
Hi least is .the fact that the owners'of 
these packing houses, men whose names 
arc known throughout the commercial 
world, should seemingly be eager to aug- 
ment their gains "with the enormous 
amounts of these rebates which they re- 
ceive, in plain defiance of H federal stat- 
ute." 


That there arc palliating circumstances 


under which every traffic official act. the 
commission is not unmindful, and th<i 
opinion is expressed that existing laws 
should be so amended that every mana- 
ger who desires to observe them can do 
so without risk of.sacrificing their prop- 
erty.

. ..The application of "the remedy, the re- 
port says.. i» fraught with dangers to the 
public and it should not be applied unless 
the public is fully protected. In view 
of those great combinations which have 
been formed and are now .forming, by 
which 
every competition, which upon 


the present hcory of this law is greatly 
relied upon to secure just and reasonable 
rates and facilities, will be largely elim- 
inated, some method should be provided 
by which the government can exercise in 
fart that control over every ra^es and 
operations which courts without num- 
ber have asserted that it possesses and 
which many pereona suppose that it now 
exerts. The commission believes that 
the whole law should be revised upon 
some corrcst theory and some workable 
basis. 


In view of tho gross violations of the 


act the commission suggests that if it is 
not possible to amend the law in its 
more essential features, it ought at least 
to be possible to deal with those coer- 
cive features of the act which arc in- 
tended to prevent, practices of this char- 
acter. 


Hefwring to the court decisions that 


penalties cannot bo imposed upon cor- 
porations violating the act, and that only 
their agents can be piuiislied.^tJie com- 
mission says 


"Now the object of rate cutting is to 


get. business ami make money, and the 
corporation,: if anyone, profits by the il- 
legal act. It is the real offender, and 
ought certainly to pay 'the penalty ns 
well as it officer., if every illegal net of 
that character subjected the carrier to a 
substantial forfeiture, so that the mon- 
ey sesult of the transaction wa* likely to 
be the other way, the inducement to 
commit such offenses would be greatly 
diminished." 


Taking up the difficulty of securing 


convictions in cases of rate cutting, the 
report says' 


"To convict for paying a, rebate it is 


necessary to show not merely that the 
railway company paid a rebate to a par- 
ticular shipper, 
but 
it must also be 


shown that it did not pay the same re- 
bate to -some other shipper with, respect 
to tlie same kind of traffic moving at the 
same time under similar conditions, Tula 
is almost always impotable.

It is urged that the twentieth section

It is also urged that if the 
powers of the commission fire not io be 
generally enlaigcd some method should 
be devised by which such orders as it 
can make may be enforced with in'a rea- 
sonable time. 


Summarizing the, results if its investi- 


gation of the handling of packing houses 
products the commission says. 
- "Sometimes rebates'we're pai<rv some- 
times the freight was billed-a't'the cut 
rate, and some times the published rate 
was reduced when the 
freight money 


was paid. The important fact disclosed 
froni 
the testimony 
is that packing 


house products are habitually 
carried 


from points of origin to the seaboard at 
rates'below the published tariff of' uvo 
to ten cents per hundred pounds/' 


Then discussing the evil effects of this 


state of affairs, the report says 


"The commission required tho carriers 


to. tile statements showing the number of 
cars shipped and" the rates actually 
charged. When these are received the 
gross amount of the rebates cau be de- 
termined; at present it can only be said 
to reach hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. While tlie general public probably 
receives some benefit from these lower 
rates, in the main these sums swell the 
profits of the packers. These great con- 
cerns number only about five or six, and 
little distinction in the rates appears.to 
have been made between 
them. The 


effect is to give them an enormous ad- 
vantage over smaller competitors locat- 
ed at other points. Already these com- 
petitors have mostly ceased to 
exist. 


These disclosures afford a pregnant ii- j 
lustration of the manner in which secret j 
rate concessions are tending to build up j 
great trusts and monopolies at the ex- 
pense of the,small independent opera- 
tor." 


The additional statement is made that 


all of the traffic officials who admitted 
that these, secret low rates were-being 
given the favored; shippers maintained 
that the published tariffs; the rates ex- 
acted of the smaller shippers, were too 
lew. 


The commission also found, in investi- 


gating complaints, iuade by western mil- 
lei'Sj' that the carriers past of Chicago 
in.ade no serious pretense of maintaining 
the export rates on wheat, and that the 
carriers had agreed among themselves 
upon a rate from .Chicago 2»/3 cents be- 
low the published tariff, resulting in a 
discrimination of from 2'/3 to 4 cents 
tigainst flour.

When the war broke out he enlisted in 
Company G, Second Wisconsin cavalry 
and was mustered 
out

1865. 


Tho Post embraced over one hundred 


veterans of the war, all old nr.d gray 
haired men. They have, stuck to the. 
post and since its 21 years ovistence 
there ha* been organized a Woman's Re- 
lief Corps, composed of wives, daughters 
and widows of the boys who wore the 
blue, also a sons of veterans camp, com- 
posed of sons of soldiers. Both of these 
organizations were present at the event. 


It was through the efforts of Govern- 


or Harvey Post that the handsome, $10,- 
000 granite monument that

the Monument Square was erected and it. 
will be a lasting tribute to those, who 
raised the money.

eyesight failed him about a year ago 
and he has been helpless since, unable 
to get around without his little son or 
other persons leading him. This condi- 
tion of affairs made him morose and 
down-hearted, which his wife and seven 
children noticed. Often he had talked 
of ending his life, and upon one occasion 
purchased 
a quantity of Paris Green 


with that intention in view, but his wife 
discovered 
the 
poison and 
threw 
it 


away. 


A short time ago one oi the sons of 


Mr. Batallia had trouble with his wife 
and only a few days ago was arrested on 
charge of wife desertion and was bound 
over to the 
municipal'^ court. For a- 


couple of clays he was. confined in the 
county jail. Yesterday he succeeded in 
getting bonds. 


'This anil other trouble worked greatly 


on the mind of the poor old blind man 
hand/his desire-to. die became stronger 
and more, determined. 
Yesterday after- 


noon he called his seven year old son 
and compelled the boy to accompany him 
to a' drug store, where five cents worth 
of Paris Green was purchased. Then they 
visited a saloon and bought a bottle of 
whiskey 
and went home. The 
poison 


was placed in the whiskey and the old 
man drank it. Not long after he was 
discovered by members oi die family in 
a dying condition. 


Physicians were 
hastily 
summoned 


and did all they possibly could., but of 
no avail and Mr. Batallia died shortly 
after. 


Before coming to Racine the dead man 


was a resident of Waukesha, Wis., .South 
Milwaukee and other cities. Soon after 
his deatty Coroner Henry Nelson was 
called and proceeded to-bold an inquest. 


Christ Batallia, son of the • dead .man, 


was seen by a Journal representative 
this morning anil said: "Yesterday noon 
when I went, home to dinner my father, 
who is blind, staggered into tke room. 
I supposed he had been drinking liquor, 
took hold of him nnd led him to his bed 
room, at the same time asking him what 
he had been drinking and. ho ?nid whis- 
key. An hour after I had left the house 
my mother 
discovered' him 
suffering 


from a spasm. Dr. Brchm wa.s summon- 
ed and looked at the old gentleman and 
thought liquor was the cause of his con- 
dition. La to I returned homo and found 
my father breathing very heavy and suf- 
fering greatly. It did not appear to me 
that liquor would so affect him. J called 
my younger brother an'd (|uestioned him. 
i ascertained that my father had pur- 
chased something at a drug store, with 
cross bone and skull on the. package. My 
older brother was sent to the drug store 
to. find out what it -was and the druggist 
said it was Paris Green and that my 
father said he wanted it for rats. In the 
meantime the doctor was a£it.in called 
and did all ho could, but it was too lato 
.and my father soon died. He had wor- 
ried a great deal on account of his con- 
dition and was much agitated on account 
of mv brother having trouble with his 
wife. Once before 
he had 
purchased 


Paris Green and my mother took it 
a way. By trade my father was a black- 
smith and lost his eyesight some time 
o-go."

VARIOUS USES OF SAWDUST.

WORRIES FOR THE PRESIDENT 


Tit* Admiral- Schl«y Matter — Appeal In 


• Fr«»lrtent's Handi. 


Washington Special, Eecord-Herald: 


President Boosevelt has his troubled/ 
.and a good many of them. Just now 
ho is getting rather more than his fail- 
share of anxiety./ In the language of 
tbc street, he is 'fifp against" the Schley 
case. Admiral Schley's appeal was sub- 
mitted to the president today. It. is 
understood to be a long, lawyerlike do- 
cument, reviewing the 
evidence, 
and 


showing that the verdict of the court 
was not warranted by the testimony 
and the records. .-. In other words, it 
goes straight to the merits of the case 
and devotes very little attention to that 
phase of the affair^'which the president 
supposed he was promising to look into 
when Admiral Schley called upon him— 
namely, new evidence or irregularities 
in the inquiry.. 


-President Roosevelt has told members 


of the cabinet-that he did not promise 
to • review the case on its merits, lut 
only as 40 the regularity of the pro- 
ceedings, his function being similar to 
that of a Supreme Court. But Admiral 
Sehley's attorneys gave a statement to 
the public in which they" contrived to 
create the impression that the President 
had promised to go into the merits of 
the case. Some of the President's ad,' 
risers charge the attorneys of Admiral 
Schley with bad faith in this phase of 
the case, and with taking advantage o!i- 
the President's agreement to review the 
method of the inquiry by an attempt 
to force him into action iipon the merits 
of the controversy. 
It 
is unknown 


whether or not the President indorses 
this view of the 
conduct 
of Admiral 


Schley's counsel, 


• » * » 


At any rate, the appeal of Admiral 


Schley, placed in-th« President's hands 
today, is an argument to show that the 
admiral was not fairly censurable under 
the evidence. Hence the President is 
placed in an awkward position. If he 
accepts the advice of many of his friends 
and declines to-'go into the merits of 
the case., but dismisses the appeal on 
the ground that there is no evidence of 
•irregularities in the inquiry, the friends 
of Admiral Schley will claim he was not 
dealt fairly with,'-and that, having been 
encouraged to submit an appeal, his ap- 
peal should be considered on its merit;:. 


On the other hand, if the President 


does go into the merits of the ease an.l 
passes upon the question whether or not 
the admiral ,was properly censured, he 
is pretty sure to express a judgment un- 
favorable to the 
admiral. And 
any 


such judgment would be unpopular, and 
in the opinion of the President's friends 
would be a great political 
blunder, 


which might cause him to lose 
the 


chance to.be nominated and elected in 
1004. Of the two horns of the dilemma 
most of the President's advisers la'ke 
the former as the less dangerous. 


In this way has arisen a supreme test 


of the President's courage. He is strong- 
ly disinclined to accept the advice of 
those friends who urge him to temporixe 
or evade. 
He is more prone to agree 


with that minority of his friends, who 
tell him the beat thing to do is to hew 
to the line, no matter what the conse- 
quences. These latter advisers say that 
if Theodore Roosevelt fails to be Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, and attempts to become 
a. trimmer or temporizer, he will sacri- 
fice the character which has attracted 
the American people to him so strongly. 


They add that in this 
case public 


opinion should not' be permitted 
to 


weigh a feather. It is a service matter, 
which must be settled in the 
service, 


according to the 
naval standards of 


judgment, and is not a question for tho 
people or yet the politicians to dispose 
of. In-passing upon it, they say the 
President, should act precisely as 
he 


would if the officer involved were hum- 
ble and unknown; that 
the 
officer's 


popularity should have no more weight 
than if he were unpopular. 


President 
Roosevelt's 
inclination 


therefore is to make no effort to evade 
the issue, but to mc-et ft 
fairly 
and 


squarely; to go into the merits of the 
case and tell Admiral Schley and the 
country exactly what he thinks, with- 


, out fear and without favor. If he does 


he will create a sensation.

Greenback Cnrrtncy. 


A Washington dispatch says: Impor- 


tant financial legislation will be consid- 
ered by the house banking and currency 
comiriJttee at this aes»io'n, a sub-contra it- 
tee' consisting of-Representatives Hill, 
Fowler, and Prince having been appoint- 
ed to consider what is necessary in this 
direction and frame, the necessary bills. 
These questions involve the retirement 
of the greenbacks, the disposition of the 
surplus, asset banking, the retirement of 
the" $1' certificates, and increasing the 
volume of subsidiary coin, and the aboli- 
tion (of the office of controller of the cur- 
rency. All the" bills relating to these 
subjects have been referred to the sub- 
committee. 


The. 
question of asset banking.curren- 


cy;, will be: taken up early, but.'ifc is not 
believed congress will be willing;to au- 
thorize such, a system. There are three 
propositions for .disposing roi-the surplus 
which is lying idle in the treasury. One 
is to authorize depositing;.more of the 
.government funds'i:u,thei'national banks 
without charging those institutions in- 
terest. This would keep tho money in 
circulation, but the government would 
derive no benefit from it, while the banks 
would reap the benefit of a .trerneridous 
amount of interest. 


Another is to direct' the. secretary of 


the treasury to go into.the market and 
reduce the surplus by purchasing United 
States bonds; and canceling them. Still 
another is to deposit a certain proportion 
of government funds 
in 
the national 


banks and charge a Ipw rate of; interest 
on these deposits, the rate not 
being 


higher than 2 per cent. 


This.would be profitable to the govern- 


ment, as the interest earnings would, be 
large. The government would be pro- 
tected from losa by requiring ample se- 
curity from the national banks.

It is proposed to abolish the office 'of 


the controllei- of the currency and sub-, 
stituto a boai'd of control consisting of 
tHrte membevs, to be appointed by the 
president with the advice and consent of 
the senate. This board will be non-par- 
tisan in character and is for the purpose 
of placing the conduct of affairs of, the 
office on a purely misiness basis, and 
eliminate the question of politics entire- 
ly-

It is said the patronage of this office 


amounted tq $300,000 last year, this 
amount having been disbursed 
in the 


payment of the salaries of special agents, 
bank examiners, and national bank re- 
ceivers. All this legislation will be con- 
sidered as a matter of course, but the 
committee on banking and currency has 
a sinister reputation of never being able 
to agree on anything, so it is quite un- 
likely that »ny of these bills should pass.'
